Exchange Seats Rise $15,000; 
Two Sell for $150,000 Each 


The price of New York Stock Ex- 
change membership reached a. record 
of $150,000 yesterday, when arrange- 
ments were made for two. sales. at 
this price. The price is $15,000 above 
the previous record of $135,000 re- 
ported two weeks ago. ‘The names 
of the buyers will be made public on 
Thursday by the Committee on Ad- 
missions, 

The jump of $15,000 for Exchange 
Seats between sales did not surprise 
Stock Exchange circles yesterday, as 
some brokers a short time ago were 
willing to bet that seats would sell 
at $200,000 before the current mar- 
ket had ended. 

Prices advanced sharply up to a 
few weeks ago, when the Governors 
announced their intention of raising 
the membership by the sale of twen- 
ty-five new seats, the first five to 
be sold at $135,000. Members of the 
Exchange vetoed the proposal of the 
Governors and prospective members 
were forced to bid in the open mar- 
ket. The resumption of bidding was 
responsible for the $15,000 rise in 
price yesterday. 











MILLIONS IN REFUNDS 
IF TAX RULING HOLDS 


Appeals Board.Reverses Blair 
in Reducing Invested Capital 
by Excess Profits Charges, 





WILL AID CORPORATIONS 


Thousands May File Claims for 
Sums Unlawfully Collected 
Since 1917, Expert Says. 


The Government since 1917 has col- 
lected hundreds of millions of’ dollars 
in taxes unlawfully, according to a de- 
cision of the United States Board of Ap- 
peals, Dr. Joseph J. Klein, tax expert 
and certified public accountant, declared 
yesterday. 

The decision was in the ease of the

United States Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue, “ and. involved approxi 

$200. The point at issue was whether 
Commissioner Blair was justified in re- 
ducing the invested capital of any yeat 
by the amount of fncomé and excess 
profits taxes due for the preceding tax- 
able year. Such reduction was_ held 
‘‘without statutory. warrant and in- 
valid.’’ 

‘As a result of the decision,.in the 
opinion of Dr. Klein, thousands of ‘tax- 
payers will file refund claims with the 
Government. If the decision is sustained 
by the Supreme Court the Government 
will be compelled, it was said, to make 
the refunds. 


Cerporations to Be Benefited. 


Among the corporations which stand 
to benefit most by the new ruling are 
the United States Steel Corporation, 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, Crucible 
Steel Corporation, Submarine, Boat 
Company, American Woolen Company 
and the General Electric Company. 

It will also undoubtedly restore pros- 
perity to some concerns that are now in 
the hands of creditors’ committees or 
which are being reorganized. 

The ruling made by the Board of Tax 
Appeals, which is independent of the 
Treasury Department, was concerned 
solely with the question of excess profits. 
During 1917 individuals, partnerships 
and corporations were subject to the ex- 
cess profits tax. During 1918, 1919, 1920 
and 1921 the excess profits tax was lim- 
ited to corporations. 

The amount of the excess profits tax 
was dependent on a number of factors, 
most important of which was the amount 
of the taxpayers’ invested capital. Every- 
thing else being 1, the larger the 
invested capital, the less the tax and the 
lower the invested capital, the higher 
the tax, 

Assuming that in 1918 a corporation 
had an invested capital of $100,000,000 


and a net income of $10,000,000, it would 
not payiany excess profits tax, because 
it was entitled to an exemption of 10 per 
cent. on its invested capital. If, how- 
ever, such a po me hai had invested 
capital of $10,000,000 and enjoyed the 
same net income of $10,000,000, its maxi- 
mum excess profits tax might amount 
to over $7,000,000.. This indicates, tne

George H. Jones, who started his busi- 
ness career at the age of 15 and re- 
ceived $8 a week to do the usual chores 
of an office boy, which in his day called 
for getting to the office at 6 o’clock on 
Winter mornings to start the fire in 
the stove, was elected yesterday Chaix- 
man of the Board of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, succeeding the 
late A. C. Bedford. Mr. Jones first be- 
came. affiliated with the Standard Oil 
interests as a stenographer for a sub- 
sidiary company when he was 18 years 
old, and fn thirty-five years he climbed 
to a commanding position in the largest 
oil organization tn the ‘world. 

The selection of Mr. Jones for this 
office is not unnatural when the records 
of its chief executives are scrutinized. 
It has long been the policy of this or- 
ganization, founded by John D. Rocke- 
feller, to open the door to the highest 
positions to old and faithful employes 
rather than..to acquire new executives 
from the outside. Mr. Jones, according 
to his associates, soon attracted the at- 
tention of those about him when he was 
fulfilling the duties. of, various suborai-

Jones has been in the service ‘of this 
company ~ more than thirty-five years, 
has been a director sincé 1917, Treasurer 
since 1919 and a Vice President since 
“Walter C.:Teagle prefers to remain 
President, and is the chief executive 
officer of the, company.” 

In some quarters of the oil: industry 
it had been expected that Mr. Teagle 
would be-made Chairman of the board, 
but in Standard Oj) gircles the announce- 
ment of the selection of Mr. Jones as 
Chairman did not cause surprise. Mr. 
Teagle, it was explained, has been an 
active oil man all his life, and was one 
of the few executives of the present day 
who had ‘“‘a nose for oil.”” Mr. Teagle 
would rather spend his time going about 
the fields inspecting the company’s 
properties in all quarters of the earth, 
roll up his sleeves or: don the clothes 
of a. field worker to get to the bottom 
of a problem in the oil fieldg or at the 
refineries than’ to stay at his office 
and handle corporate matters. It was 
for this reason, it is understood, that 
M>. Teagle. preferred to leave the 
“diplomatic work of the organization” 
to the Chairman of the board, as was 
the case when the late Mr. Bedford 
held that position.

Mr. Jones, who lives in Pelham, was 
born in Carthage, N. Y., where his 
mother is still living. He is now 53 years 
old, and all. but three of his working 
years have been spent in the employ of 
the Standard Oil Company of New Jer- 
sey, or some of the subsidiaries which 
it controlled: prior to the segregation in 
1911. Like his predecessor, the late Mr. 
Bedford, Mr. Jones filled virtually all 
of the minor positions in the organiza-

Cecil Gives £1 000 of Wilson y sont” to pee 
’ To Provide Recreation for Its Secretariat 





GENEVA, Nov. 16.—The sum of £1,000 
from the Woodrow ‘Wilson ‘foundation 
award of $25,000 given last year to Vis- 
count Cecil for the promotion of inter- 
national peace will be used to increase 
the facilities for recreation among the 
personnel. of the Secretariat. of the 
League of Nations, “which it is not 
always easy to find at a moderate cost 
in Geneva,’’ according to: a letter re- 
ceived today by the Secretary General, 
Sir’ Eric Drummond, from Lord Cecil, 


for tennis courts, a golf course and li- 
brary. facilities, He suggests that £50 
be allotted for the League tennis. courts, 
£230 to be used to wipe out the existing 
debt, £287 for making new courts,. £400 
to the Geneva Golf Club-as a contribu- 
tion for extension of the course, the in- 
come and capital when repaid to be used 
for assisting members of the Secretariat 
in joining the club, £50 to the Secretariat

Rest of Club Not Affected. 


Mr. Buckner announced that = the 
peaceful padlock had been accepted In 
lieu of criminal proceedings, because of 
court congestion. 

The rest of the club will not be af- 
fected, Mr. Buckner explained. . The 
main restaurant was never involved. .In 
the cases of the Club Hobefg nd ‘the 
Crillon Restaurant, only the part of the 
premises where liquor was kept and sold 
was ordered padlocked. 

Mr. McDonald, as counsel for the club, 
made this statement: ‘The injunctiori 
has been consefi to because, in view 
of the Elks Club, it is its duty to co- 
operate with the United States Attorney 
in his enforcement of the law. What 
has occurred is much regretted, but 
steps have already been taken to pre- 
vent a recurrence.” 

At the Federal Building it was reported 
that the Elks Club’s consent to a pad- 
lock had been prompted by a telegram 
from Grand Exalted Ruler Federal Judge 
William H. Atwell of Dallas, Texas. 
Judge Atwell recently sat here, and was 
outspoken in his belief that prohibition 
law violators should pay the penalty the 
same as violators of any other statutes. 
In disposing of the case of John Clark, 
a truck driver, 831 First Avenue, and 
John Curley, 330 East Thirtieth Street, 
charged with illegal transportation of 
beer by truck, Judge Atwell said he liked 
all young men, and added: 

Chop House Closed. 

“The law which you have violated is 
not very popular, I imagine, in certain 
sections of the country, but, whether 
popular or not, it is the law of the land 
and must be obeyed. I would like to 
have you men fervently, after I 
have finished with you, ‘By God, I’m 
done; no more violating my country’s 
law for me,’ ’’ 

The men paid the $100 fines imposed 
and promised they would never again 
violate the prohibition law.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—General 
Lincoln C. Andrew, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury in Charge of Prohibition 
Enforcement, is expected to appear be- 
fore a subcommittee of the Ways and 
Means Committee tomorrow to press his 
request that the committee tax near beer 
to aid prohibition enforcement.

Hie Assistant’s Decision——Mellon 
Seeks New Law.

WASHINGTON, Nov. .16.—A bitter 
fight between the Treasury Department 
and the Department of Justicé over a 
ruling made by Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney General 
in charge of prohibition enforcement, 
holding that smuggled foreign alcohol 
may be used in the domestic trade with- 
out payment of internal revenue tax, 
has found its way to the Committee on 
Ways and* Means, which is preparing 
the tax reduction bill, and is likely to 
become the subject of controversial de- 
bate in Congress. 

Secretary Mellon, Assistant Secretary 
Andrews and Intermal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Blair are determined to sustain 
the contention of the Treasury that 
smuggled foreign alcohol should be 
taxed at $4,18 a wine gallon, the rate 
levied on the product of American manu- 
Mrs. Willebrandt has carried 
On the battle for the Department of 
Justice, and her decision that smuggled 
foreign alcohol is exempt from taxation 
will prevail as law in the absence of 
affirmative action by Congress, unless 
fhe is overruled by the. Attorney Gen- 
eral. 

According to Wiliam L. Crounse, Wash- 
ington représentative of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, for- 
eign alcohol ‘is flowing into this country 
in “veritable rivers” from France, Bel- 
gium and Great Britain. Treasury offi- 
cials fear that this traffic, “which they 
Classify as “bootleg,” may grow. -td 
formidable proportions if the product is 
permitted to escfpe taxation through 
.forfeituré sales oraéred by ‘the courts. 

The Treasury Department wants smug- 
gled alcohol taxed for two reasons, first, 
because of the revenue involved, and 
second, because the authority to collect 
the tax would give it direct supervision 
over the disposition of smuggled goods 
after they have passed through court 

processes. Under present conditions 


only agents of the Department of Jus- 
tice handle the forfeited product. 


Sold at Cut Prices. 


Under the Willebrande ruling smug- 
gled alcohol is disposed of at marshals’ 
sales, by court orders, at the fixed fig- 
ure of $2.20 a gallon, tax free, and the 
purchasers are enabled to sell it at cut 
prices in the open market in competition 
with the domestic product taxed at $4.18 
a gallon.: As a result, American produc- 
ers have joined the Treasury in a de- 
mand that the tax shall be levied on the 
smuggled goods. 

The row between the Treasury and 
Mrs. Willebrandt started several months 
ago after the seizure of a big lot of 
smuggled alcshol in Boston. The Unitéa 
States Attorney in that district asked the 
Department of Justice for instructions 
for disposing of the alcohol on his hands. 
Assistant Attorney General Willebrandt 
directed him to go into court to ask for 
an order for a marshal’s sale, and to 
dispose of the alcohol at $2.20 a gallon.

Miss Rose Brenner of Brooklyn, Preasl- 
dent of the council, opened the morning 
session with\a general announcement 

of plans for the coming year. ‘‘In place 
of the simple protective work of former 
years,” she said, ‘“‘our department’ of 
immigrant aid must now deal with qu 
tions of the greatest complexity, involv- 
ing all’ kinds of legal situations and in- 
ternational relatidnships. Our organiza- 
tion takes pride in the dep nt’ s; 
citizenship drives ant its projected dis- 
trict conferences, the first of which was 
held last April in‘New York, the second 
being planned. for next’ December 
Chicago. 

‘The most important of all our inter- 
organizational contracts was our par- 
ticipation in the noteworthy qunkarence 
on the cause and cure of war, held in 
Washington in January.” 

Mrs. mpersines ews announced that 2,000 
new members had. been gained the 
National Council during the past year 
and eleven new branches, or sections,’ 
were organi Speaking of the immi- 
grant ald work carried on in Cuba, Mrs, 
Sternberger gaid: ‘‘On my visit to.

MITCHELL USES RADIO 
TO HIT AIR SERVICES 


He Says Next Aviation Attack Will 
Be More Intense Than the 


Japanese Earthquake. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (4).—Denied 
the privilege of leaving Washington 
during his technical arrest and court- 
martial trial, Colonel William Mitchell 
tonight addressed the country at large 


by radio in another lecture against 
army and navy administration of the 
national defense. His strategy .in this 
way overcame the physical IMtmitations 
laid down by the War Department. 

The officer, whose trial, on ¢harges 
growing out of published’ attacks on the 
Air Service administration, will be re- 
sumed tomorrow, spoke from Station 
WCAP and told the listeners-in that the 
next modern air attack would be ‘‘much 
more intense than the Japanese earth- 

quake,"" which disrupted the ‘‘whole 
life of Japan,’’ and would be directed 
against the ‘‘nerve centres of the 
enemy’s territory, cities, factories, am- 
munition areas, water, gas. and light 
plants.’’ 

“Unfortunately in America,” be said, 
“we have not taken the lessons of the 
past into consideration. * * * In the 
mechanical future of war supremacy wilk 
go to the nation with the greatest in- 
dustrial resources, which means the 
greatest air power. The fleet is tied to 
the sea, the army is tted to the land— 
aircraft can go over either.” 

Colonel Mitchell declared it was “im- 
possible for people to put their trust in 

es or navies alone,’’ asserting that 
“air power must be given a place of 
equal importance, must not be muzzled, 
gagged or belittled.’’ 

“By burrowing our heads in the sand 
on the advice of our armies and navies,”’ 
he said, “‘we cannot escape the danger 
of air power by shutting it out of sight. 
We have brought these matters to the 
attention of the American people, as it 
has been impossible im this country 
through our existing governmental 
agencies to organize our lense in a 
modern manner in accordance with the 
methods of our present civilization.”’

RARE LETTERS AT AUCTION. 


One by Franklin Praising Géorge 
lil Selle In London for #£ 220.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—A manuscript 
letter by Benjamin Franklin praising 
George III fetched £220 at Sotheby's to- 
day. It was written June 27, 1763, to J. 
Whitehurst, Fellow of the Royal Society, 
and dealt largely with the Treaty of 


Paris, which had just been concluded. 
Franklin wrote: 

“Never did Hngland make a peace 
more truly and substantially advan- 
tageous to herself, as a-few years. will 
convince everybody ; for heré in America 
she has laid broad and strong founda- 
tions on which to erect a most bene- 
ficial and certain ‘commerce which. is 
the great cause of stability of her 
empire. 

“The glory of Britain was never higher 
than at present, and I think you never 
Vnad a better Prince: Why then is he not 
universally. revered and beloved? I can 
give but one answer. The King of the 
universe, good as he is, is not cordially 
beloved and faithfully served py all his 
subjects,” 

An early letter by Washington brought 
£68. It is written from Fort Loudoun 
April 23, 1758. It deals with the war 
against the French, and states that Vir- 
ginia voted 2,000 men for the expedition 
under General Forbes, besides militia to 
protect the frontiers. Already 700 In- 
dians had arrived at Fort Loudoun. 

The large price of £365 was paid at the 
sale sale for an illuminated initial B, 
painted by the Sienese artist in blue, red, 
green and yellow on a gold background. 
The upper portion of the B shows Christ 
in glory, supported by cherybs and angels, 
and the« lower .portion “contains St.

THE SUBMARINE IN WAR. 

The loss of the British submarine 
M-1 with all on board has revived in 
England the demand for abolition’ of 
this type of wafship. In the security 
promised by the Locarne compact 
Chairman MacKinnon of Lloyd’s sees 
an opportunity to remew the agitation 
with a prospect of success. ‘‘ Now is 
the time,’* says Lord Parmoor. Ad- 
miral Kerr ‘* would wipe out all the 
submarines tomorrow age! I » could.’’ 
At the Washington Conference the 
French, Italian and Japanese dele- 
gates resisted the British -proposal to 
do. away with the. submarine, main- 
taining that it’ was a_ legitimate 
weapon of defense. The American pro- 
posal for fimiting submarine tonnage, 
as that of battleships and of air- 
plane carriers, would -havye been 
adopted if France had not stood out 
for the right to build’ a much larger 
submarine tonnage than was to’ be 
allowed her. Lord Ba.roun’ believed 


¥that if the conference agreed’ to abol- 


ish the submarine, other nations 
would fall in line. But the British Em- 
pire stood alone, although Secretary 
Hucnes declared that the British cr- 
gument was almost unanswerable, and

SMITH AND THE SOUTH. 

If there is a. Presidential boom for 
Governor SmiTrH in. the Southern 
States, it has not been taken very seri- 
ously. But the Methodist _Board of 
Temperance, Prohibition and Public 
Morals has taken it tragically. ‘The 
result is one of its characteristic mani- 
festoes.: Since the -revolutionists of 
ancient Rome complaining bitterly of 
sedition, there has been nothing quite 
80 cool as the assertion of this Meth- 
odist Board that ‘‘ Governor Au SMITH 
‘“and his friends were the first polit- 
‘ical group in America to introduce a 
“ religious issue into a convention of a 
“ political party.’’ Who the persons 
were that ‘raised this issue, everybody 
knows. The attempt now. to blame 
Governor Situ for it can only react 
in his favor. It is a question. which 
Methodists above: all. others should 
shrink from bringing forward. They 
cannot have forgotten the current 
irony, witha sting of truth.in it, in 
President Granr’s time, that there 
were. three political parties in the 
United States—Republicans, Demo- 
crats and Methodists. if 

This Methodist: Board. must ‘have 
taken fright at some of the signs that 
the Democratic South is thinking of 
renewing its old -alliance with ‘he 
Democratic East. Perhaps: the volun- 
teers who wrote the proclamation 
against Governor SMmiIrH, declaring 
that he could mever carfy a single 
Southern State, and probably could 
not carry any State in the Union, had 
seen statements like the following in 
The Charlotte Observer: 

Will the Democrats in North Caro- 
lina accept At Smirx of New York as 
their candidate for President? If the 
answer were left to the leaders of the 
party, it might be in the affirmative, 
but how about the people? The leaders 
are in for strategy; the people, how- 
ever, have an eye for party principles. 
In the existing state of the party mind 
there might be a revolt in case of the 
Smith nomination, for there has been 
no perceptible change in .Democratic 
sentiment throughout the State in re- 
gard to the Smith possibility since the 
famous New York convehtion. But it 
appears a certainty, that the party in 
this Staté is going to face the neces- 
sity of indicating fits appraisal’ of 
Smuiru for the Presidential nomination. 
We suppose that it is of no use to 

urge moderation and patience upon 
this’ Methodist Board,-in view of the 
fact that we arw still three years ‘away 
from the next Presidential election, 
and that all this heat and excitement 
are premature. These men who are 
thrusting religion into politics while 
protesting against doing it are always 
running before they are sent. Their 
forte is to be premature, just as their 
foible is to be oracular. But some 
kind friends, within their denomina-. 
tion or outside it, ought to draw them 
aside and tell them that their intem- 
perate attacks-upon Governor SMITH, 
with their reckless misrepresentations 
of his position, will not hurt him but 
may do them'a great deal of harm.

‘HOUSING THE POOR. 

Mr. UNTERMYER, counsel for’ the 
committee that procured the rent laws 
of 1920, believes that adequate hous- 
ing for the poor can be provided only 
on the basis of a quasi-public utility, 
the requisite capital being’ advanced 
by the city.

THE UNTAXABLE PORT AU- 
; THORITY. 

In the. opinion of .Mr. HuoHEs 
neither New York nor New Jersey nor 
the United States has power to tax 
the Port Authority. Its property, its 
bonds and the income from the bonds 
are all equally exempt. This is ‘the 
result. of the. statutes creating the 
Authority. It is -peculiarly a. case 
where the power to tax is the power 
to destroy. The existence of the Port 
Authority may be said to turn upon 
the validity of the opinion asserting 
exemption. It may be taken as the 
law, until the highest court rules oth- 
erwise, that the Port Authority is an 
instrument of government and not an 
instrument of commerce. 

There are practical as well as legal 
aspects of this position. The Port Au- 
thority has officially said that it is 
willing to pay lécal taxes. Now it 
seems that its. terminals in Manhat- 
tan will be an addition to its more 
than three billions of exempt property. 
That is a:more serious matter for New 
York City than for the local authori- 
ties at the end of these two bridges 
which are the subject of Mr. HucHes’s 
opinion. They will benefit more by 
the bridges than they will lose‘by the 
exemption from taxation. 

There are other terminal corpora- 
tions, but none like the Port Author- 
ity. It has considered an issue of 
$17,000,000 in bonds, which might 
have been difficult but for the opinion 
of Mr. Hucues.° Financial authorities 
dislike to float an enterprise which 
cah earn nothing for years while build- 
ing. Presumably, all such doubts are 
removed by.-this opinion, which de- 
clares that the law “makes the Au- 
thority’s ‘bonds eligible for. savings 


banks, trustees and.all fiduciary in- 


vestors. In that case the Authority 
ought tp be able to finance itself ,with- 
out further cost to the States joined 
by the, bridges.

Saturday’s election was fought on 
issues arising out of the recent sea- 
men’s strike, which, incidentally, was 
forced to a settlement through the in- 
tervention, of labor unions other than 
the seamen’s organization and’ over 


_the heads of the marine workers’ lead- 


ers... At the height of the strike the 
Commonwealth Parliament passed a 
deportation .act -providing for expul- 
sion from the country of agitators 
found, after trial, inimical to the pub- 
lic peace. The Labor Party charged 
that the trial of deportees under the 
act was.a farce and that the. mere 
serving of a summons was tantamount 
to a decree of banishment. . Though 
this charge was denied from the Gov- 
ernment side, there was no disinclina- 
tion there to fight the election on the 
general issue of what came to be 
known as Communism,. with results 
that have justified the Premier’s de- 
cision to go.to the country. 

In. view of the historic discussion 
concerning the transformation of the 
British Empire into:a Commonwealth 
of independent nations, recent: Domin- 
ion elections go far to justify the con- 
tention that the empire needs no bond 
other than that of @ sentiment of 
unity. The same current of opinion 
within a year has manifested itself in 
Great Britain and in the Dominions. 
At home the Conservatives were swept 
into power last Winter. In Canada the 
Conservatives scored remarkable gains 
in the recent geheral election. New 
Zealand went Conservative some time 
ago. Now Australia, in the tational 
sphere, has held fast to conservative 
doctrine, in response to’ very: much the 
same forces. that won over so many 
Liberal votes to Mr. Batpwin in the

BRONX HOSPITAL SHORTAGE 


. : 
An. Appeat for $1,000,000 to In- 
crease Accommodations. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The results of a recent survey of hos- 
pital facilities in the Bronx present the 
startling fact that the Bronx today, with 
& population of nearly a million, has 
only 1,459 bed#@ in all fits hospitals put 
together. This number allows but 1.46 
beds to each 1,000 people, 

In striking contrast to these figures 
are the conclusions of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons that for the health of 
the community to be adequately pro- 
tected there should be five beds—not 1.46 
for each 1,000. population,.or one bed 
tor every 200 persons. This, discrepancy 
between the existing provision for the 
sick and the necessary. equipment is the 
more astounding when one realizes that 
in the Bronx the percentage of utiliza- 
tion of hospitals for general cases is 
higher than in any. other borough in this 
city. 

To alleviate as speedily as possible 
this serious lack of a dations for 
the sick the Bronx Hospital has de- 
cided to eréct a new building, to cost 
approximately $1,000,000. ‘The plans for 
this. building provide for 175 beds, of 
which number more than 60 per cent. 
will be given up to ward and free cases. 
There will also be an entire floor used 
for private’ and semi-private. .rooms, as 
there is, at the present time, a greater 
shortage of such rooms in ip Brg

-In a&.wery interesting article on. the Chan- 
nel Islands and the Gatterets team Ous- 
liffe-Qwén says: 


the property granted “(New Jersey) in the 
name of his brother, Sir George, in 1665, 
and was the first English Governor and 
Lord Proprietor of New Jerséy.’’

rected. Philip Carteret, as he is known in 
Nev Jersey annals, was not a brother nor 
even a first cousin to Sir George Carteret. 
He was never a Proprietor, but simply Gov- 
ernor of the province, by authority of the 
joint Proprietors, Lord John Berkeley and 
Sir George Carteret. 

The relationship between Sir George Car- 
_teret and Governor Philip Carteret (he was 
never knighted) was the subject of doubt 
and inquiry for many years. Collins's 
**Peerage,’’ published in 1735,.is full of infor- 
mation regarding the Carterets. It traces 
minutely the ancestry of Sir George, but 
gives no particulars regarding Governor 
Philip. However, in the “Proceedings of the. 
New Jersey Historical Society’ for the year 
1867 a Carteret pedigree is minutely traced |’ 
as far back as 1500, and the ancestry of 
Philip Carteret clearly shown, from ‘which

Mr. Vogelsang told the board, after 
several’ other dealers had been heard, 
that since it had agreed to a postpone- 
ment of the embargo order three. yeara 
ago the board was evidently not panic- 
stricken over the situation. ~ 
He pointed out that there was a risk 
of rétaliation. abroad against our food- 
stuffs, which, he contended, are just as 
much subject to embargo because of 
pests as are narcissus bulbs.

FATHER CURRAN OPTIMISTIC 
Declares Miners Must Receive Wage | 
Increase——Representative Black 
Says Coolidge Should Act. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 16 (4).—There 
was considerable verbal activity among 
the anthracite miners and operators and 
their supporters today, but nothing indi- 
cated any change in the strike, which 
enters its twelfth week tomorrow. A 
false report that a settlement had been 
reached was circulated. 

Nevertheless, the Rev. J. J. Curran of 
Walkes-Barre, who has been trying to 
break the deadlock and last night con- 
ferred with President Lewis of the mine 
workers, was optimistic and expected a 
definite move toward a settlement ‘with 
in a week. 

At Hazleton employes of the Jeddo- 
Highland Coal Company, one of the 
largest. independent operators, received 
letters signed’ by the company showing 
the amount. of wages they had lost: in 
the last eleven weeks and suggesting 
that. they urge their leaders to accept 
arbitration and enable the men to re- 
ceive a Christmas’ pay. 

“Don't We fooled by false news about 
an early - settlement,’’ the letters de- 
clared. ‘‘Almost every one who knows 
the facts believes this strike will, last 

ntil next Spring or longer unless ar- 

itration is accepted.’’ 

To this Andrew Mattey, President of 


the Hazleton District of the United Mine ; 


Workers, asserted that a chance had 
been offered to the operators to renew 
the old contract at the same rates, Whén

“Twelve Miles Out,’’ which opened at 
the Playhouse last night, there was as 
prolonged and enthusiastic a demonstra- 
tion of approval as has been heard-in 
local theatres for many months. In s0 
far as the demonstration was partici- 
pated in by the town’s lovers of melo- 
drama, it was honest and deserved.

The 
householder is a weak, wordy and worth- 
less person, and it comes neither as a 
surprise nor as an unpleasantness to the 
audience to find that his wife, as the 
final curtain falls, is preparing to di- 
vorce him and marry the bootlegger.

KLAW LOSES POINT IN SUIT. 


Court Won’t Compe! Erlanger to 
Return $100,000 to Firm’s Assets. 


Supreme Court Justice Proskauer 
denied yesterday the application of Marc 
Klaw to compel his former partner, 
Abraham L. Erlanger, to return to the 
assets of the firm of Klaw & Erlanger 
$100,000 withdrawn by him, and for the 
appointment of a receiver of the. assets 
now in possession of Mr. Erlanger pend- 
ing the decision by a referee before 
whom a dissolution suit has been pend- 
ing for several years. The Court agreed, 
however, with the suggestion that Lib- 
erty bonds and other consti- 
tuting part of the assets should remain 
in the possession of a trust company 
until the case is decided. — 

Justice Proskauer based hig denial on 
the ground that there was no proof that 
Erlanger would not be able to respond 
to any judgment found against him in 
the accounting suit. The Justice also 
held that he should not attempt to de- 
cide whether or not Mr. Erlanger was 
entitled to withdraw the sum stated, 
since that question would be passed on 
by the referee.

Mr. Willard called attention to the 
audited figures for the nine months to 
Sept. 30, which show net income, after 
charges, of $18,280,000 and said that, 
‘based- on the preliminary figures for 
October and with a continuance of ac- 
tive business during November and De- 
cember; it was estimated.that the net 
income for the year, after charges, 
would . approximate $20,000,000, about 
$4,000,000 im excess of that earned in 
1924.

“Ours is of its nature a non-specula- 
tive industry,” said Mr. Sloan. “‘I 
greafly deplore the wild buying and 
price-boosting that has been going on 
in utility stocks. We could not pay 
fabulous dividends even if we could earn 
them, which we cannot. We do not gut 
melons, 

“Public utility securities, in my judg- 
ment, are among the best and safest 
investments, but when people gamble in 
utility stocks, some of them are bound 
to be hurt. That, you may say, is their 
own business, but it becomes our busi- 
ness as well if this gambling hurts pub- 
lic confidence in utilities. 

“The electric utility company is a pub- 
lic servant, The men who direct pub- 
lic utilities know their obligations and 
are proud of the responsibilities that 
rest .upon their companies. Our indus- 
try is strong; it is sound; it is young 
and’ vigorous. Its future is in its own 
hands, ahd so long as electric utilities 
deserve and keep the good-will of the 
public they serve that future is with- 
out visible limit.’’
